slavery,  and  which  will  require  the  substitution  of  hired  labor  for  that  of 
slave-labor,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  none  of  thoso  evils  will  bo  experienced 
.which  some  have  anticipated.  By.awiso,  just  and  humane  treatment  of 
your  "freedmen"  and  women,  you  may  attach  them  to  you  as  strongly  in 
their  new  condition  as  they  were  whilst  your  slaves.  They  wililbon  leorn 
to  see  and  feertheir  dependence  on  you,  and  know  that  their  interests  re- 
quire them  to  bo  true  and  faithful  to  you.  It  is- iff  be  expected  that  so 
great  and  sudden  a. change  as.  this  is  the  condition  of  the  negro  will  pro- 
duce, at  first,  confusion,  idleness  and  dissatisfaction.  This,  however,  will 
only  be  temporary.  Time  and  experience  must  bring  order5  and  system. 
The  "freedman"  will  soon'find  out  that  he  must  work  or  perish.  ;Legisla- 
tion  will  necessarily  be  required  to  regulate  the  relative  duties  of  the  em-  l 
ployer  and  employee.'  i 

It  is  vary  "desirable  that  you  should  avail  yourselves  of  tho  present  oppor- 
tunity of  reforming  and  poppiarizing  the  B*tate  Constitution  in  several  par- 
ticulars. It  is.  the  reproach  of  South  Carolina  abroad  thdt.her  Constitution 
is  less  popular  and  republican  in  its  provisions  than  that  of  any  other  State 
.  in  the  Union.  And  it  is  thought  by  many  that  to  this  cause  alone  may  be 
traced,  the  origin  of  that  discontent  and  dissatisfaction  with  the  Fedora 
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Government  which,  after  being  nursed  for  thirty-three  or  four  years,  ended 
in  the  secession  and  rebellion  of  thirteen  or  fourteen  ("States?  *•  .   - 

The  basis  x>f  representation  in  the  Senate  of  this  Stare,  as  you  know,  is 
entirely  arbitrary,  and  founded  on  ho/just  principles  of  property  or  popu- 
lation. At  the  time  it  was  adopted — more  than  /so'vonty<nrvo- years  ago— it 
\  was,. no  doubt,  fair  and  equal.  But,  since  that  time,  the  .entire  relative 
condition  of  the  Election  Districts  has  changed.  ThiV  upper  couuVry,  at 
tlio  adoption  of  our  Stato'  Constitution,  in  1790,  was  comparatively  but 
newly  settled,  hful  a  sparse  population, 'and  very  little   wealth.     But,  since 

•  that  time,  tliis^portion  .of  tho  State  has  increased  in  wealth  andnumbeks  in 
a  niuch  greater  ratio  than  the  lower  country..  Henuo  -it  is  that  the  Parish 
representation  in  the  Senato  is  unequal  and  Jinjust.  Twenty  or  thirty 
voters  in  one  of>iho  rarishes,  whose  pojiulaticm  and   taxation   comljined- 

.  .""entitle  it  to  orily.ono  member  of .  tho  Honse.  pf  Eepresentatives,  have  tho 

same  representation  in  the  Senate  that'thre,o  thousand  fotershavo  inEdge-

In  tho  early  H»istoj'y  of  South"  Carolina,  the  reprosofrtationin  tho  Parishc"'* 
was  repeatedly  changed,  to  equalize  itamoilgst  the  respective  Election  Dis- 
tricts.'   But  ajl  such  changes  have  bocn  obstinately  refused  during  the  last 

•  seventy-five  years.  •, Now.  that  slavery  is  abolished,  a  reformation  in  (his 
respect  is  imperative  and  must  be  adopted.  In  effecting,  this  change,  it 
woidd  be  Well  to  adopt  the  basis  of  representation  in, the  Houseof  Repre- 
sentatives, which  is  founded  on  population,  and/  taxation.  Each" Judicial 
District 'in  the  State  should,  however,  have  one  Senator,  and  the  .city  of 
Charleston  two;  in  addition  to  one  from  the'  District  of  'Charleston,  Tho 
other  Senators,  if  tho  present  number  be  retained, -may  be  given  to  the 
largest  Districts  m  population  and  taxation,  as  fractions  are  now  represented 
in  the  House  of.  Representatives.     Tho  two  great  elements  of  Represent  a- 

.  tive  Governments  ore  wealth  and  population,  and  they  should  be  both

In  all  elections  madu  by  tho  Legislature,  tho  votyig  should  be  viva  vuce, 
to  that  each  member's  constituents  might  know  hows.hjjvoted.  Tho  ballot 
is  secret,  and  .conceals  the  Representative's  "vote  from  his.Vonstituoucy. 
Tho4poople  have  a  right  to  know  how  their  representatives  voted  in  elec- 
tions as  well  as  in  legislation.  In  all  elections  by  the  people,  tho  ballot  is 
certainly  the  pruj.er  mode,  for  it  enables  every  man  to  voto  independently, 
according  to  his  own  convictions.  Sfo  ono  has  any  right  to  know  or  (pies 
tion  his  voto.  He  votes  as  a  sovcroign.  But  the  representative  votes  for 
others,  and  they  have  a  right  to  know  his  vote.  \  • 

It  would  bo  well  to  consolidate  tho  Treasury  Department.  The  Statu  of 
South  Carolina  is  neither  so  largo  nor  so  wealthy  ns  to  require  two  Trea- 
surers. The  Secretary  of  State  and  tho  Surveyor-General  should  be  re- 
quired to  keep  their  offices  only  at  tho  seat  of  government.  Tho  facilities 
of  traveling  between  Charleston  and  Columbia  nro  now  Birch  that  there  is 
.  no  necessity  for  a  division  of  these  offices  at  tho  expense  of  tho  State  Tho  Jt 
Court  of  Appeals  ought* also  to  bo  required  to  Hit  altogether  in  Columbia,  fjm 
where  ono  law  library  and  ono  sot  of  officers  would  bo  sufficient  for  tho

In  order  to  give  additional  importance  and  consideration  to  tho  office  of 
Lieutenant-Governor,  ho  ought  to  bo  made  ejc-qfflciu  President  of  tho  Se- 
nate; or,  which  would  bo  as  well,  let  tho  President  of  the  Sonuto  act  as 
Governor  in  case  of  a  vacancy,  till  another  election  can  bo  mado  by  tho 
people^ 

You- should  provide  for  tho  eloctiou  of  members  of  the  Legislature  at  an 
early  day—  tho  sosond  Monday  in  October—  so  that  tiro  General  Assembly 
may  bo  convened  in  time  to  order  tho  election  of  members  ofiOongreBsand 
United  States  Senators,  beforo  thcllrst  Monday  in  Docembe^  next.  It  is 
important  that  all  of  the  Southern  States  should  bo  fully  represented  whon

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After  tho  collapse  of  the  Ho-culT«^Wfr!P(!PTriey,  fho  Southern  SUtcsWoro 
left  in  a  most  anomalous  condition  in  roforonoo  to  their  monotury  affuuv. 
The  gold  andlsilver  had  boon  exported  as  an  article  of  commerce  during 
tho  war;  tho  Stato  banks  were  all  broken  and  their  bills  driven  out  of  Cir- 
culation, and  tho  Confederate  money  became,  of  course,  valueless.  This 
loft  tho  South  without  any  kind  of  money  or  a  circulating  medium.  Eight 
millions  of  pooplo,  in  a  high  stato  of  civilization,  occupying  a  rich  and  fer- 
tile country,  without  monoy  or  tho  means  of  exchange,  oxoojit  by  barter  I 

Gloomy  ch  tho  present  may  soem,  tho  future  will  bo  bright  and  glorious. 
Nothing  ismvor  likely  to  occur  again  to  mar  the  harmony  o^  tho  Union. 
Tho  groat  oauBO  of  dissension  between  lho  two  sections  has  been  removed. 
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Thoro  aro  no  rival  interests.  The  North  and  the  South  arc  mutually  ne- 
cessary to  each  other,  and  all  tho  pursuits  of  tho  ono  are  dependent  on 
those  of  tho  other.  ,  Tho  United  States,  as  a  whole,  combine  all  the  ele- 
ments of  national  prosperity  and  greatness,  iiiia  higher  degree  than  any( 
other  peoplo  on  the  faoo^of  tho  earth.  No  empire  in  the  world  ever  united 
in  so  eminent  a  degree  tho  threo/grcat  sources  of  Independence,  power  and 
wealth — agriculture,  Commerce  'and  manufactures.  ,As  long  as  civilization 
continues,  this  great  Republic  will  flourish,  and  increase'  ire-numbers,  wealth 
and  grandeur.  It  can  only  crumble  and  break  into  fragments  when  igno- 
rance and  darknoss  shall  have  pervaded  the  land. 

South  Carolina,  as  an  intogral  part  of  this  great  power,  must  partake  of 
its  richness,  and  prosperity.  Tho  abolition  of'slavery  will  give  new  energy 
and  self-reliance  to  hor  people,  stimulate  incrastry.,  and  promote  economy 
in  all  the  vocations  of  life..  In  less  than  "ten  years  we  shall  realize  in  the. 
loss  of  slavery  a  blessing  in  disguise,  to  ourselves  and  our  children. 

In  resuming  her  allegianco  to  tho  United  States  I  know  that  South  Caro- 
lina does  so  hi  good  faith,  and  with  perfect  sincerity  to  her  plighted  lrouor. 
As  sho  was  tho  first  to  load  off  in  this  groat  and  most  unfortunate  secession 
movomont,  -it  now  becomes  her  duty  to  set  a  bright  examplo  of  loyalty  to 
tho  other  Southern  .States,  in  returning  to  the  Union,  and  chocrfully  per- 
forming all  the  obligations  to  the  Federal  Government.  Sho  will  receive, 
in  return,  from  that  Government,  a  restoration  of  all  her  civil  hud  yflHtieal 
rights  as  a  sovereign  State,  villi  a  general  amnesty  for  the  past. 

You  should  be  careful  to  do  alt  that' is  necessary  to  aid  the  President  in 
carrying  nut  his  wiso  and  generous  policy  of  reconstruction,  and  do  noth- 
ing whioh  may  tend  to  embarrass  him  in  that  policy  or  impedo  the  rostora-  _ 
tion  of  tho  State  to  the  Foiloral  Union.  It  is  a  remarkable  ffifit  that  the 
bravo  men  who  lmve. imperilled  their  lives,  and  niado  every  sacriflco  in  war, 
for  tho  last  four  years,  aro  promptly  and  cheerfully  acquiescing  in  its  results, 
whilst  sonio  of  those  who  have  kept  out  of  danger  and  mado  less  sacrifices, 
aro  loss  inclined  to  acquiosee  in  the  inevitable  results  of  that  war. 

I  have  tho  gratification  of  informing  you  that  the  policy  I  havo  pursued 

,  in- my  administration  of  the  Provisional  Govemmtfut  of  tho  State  has  met 
the  ontiro  approval  of  the  President,  and  ho  has  directed  tho  military  au- 
thorities not  to  interfere  with  that  policy,  but  to  aid  and  assist  mo  in  oar- 

j  rying.it  out.  I  have  likewise  tho  pleasure  of  communicating  to  you  that 
very  rooently  I  had  an  iutorviow  with  Major-General  Moado,  commanding 
the  Atlantio  Statos,  and  Major-Gencral  Gillmoro,  commanding  tho  Depart- 
ment of  South  Carolina,  in  reference  to  a  seeming  conflict  between  the  civil 
and  military  authorities  of  the  State;  and  that  all  difficulties  were  eatisfae- 
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torily  arranged.  Tlio  civil  law,  tho  Courts,  nifid  civil  officers  of  the  State 
are  restored,  and  their  functions  will  not  be  interfered  with  by  tho  military  • 
authorities,  except,  in  cases  where  frecdmen  and  persona  of  color  are  con- 
cerned. These  c/LsEs  ha£w»  beon  assigned  to  tho  Courts  of  the  Provost  Mar- 
shals for  adjudication  till  tho  completion  of  the  President's  policy  of  recon- 
struction. All  other  cases  will  bo  heard  and  decided  by  tho  civil  and' 
jthunicipal  cewts,  under  and  according  to  the  laws  of  South  Carolina.     , 

It  is  also  a  source  of  congratulation  to  know  that  the  colored  troops,  . 
whoso  atrocious  cqnduct  has  disgraced  the  servic'o  and  filled  tho  public 
mind  with  the  most  horrible  apprehensions,  hav*  been  withdrawn  from  the 
interior  of  the  State,  and  are  to  be  placed  in  garrisons  on  the  coast,  where 
they  can  do,  no  further  mischief. '  In  all  of  my  personal  interviews  with  the 
President  and  in '  all  of  my  despatches  to  him,  I  urged  this  course  most 
earnestly.  The  white  troops  are,  I  believe,  doing  their  duty  beneficially  to 
the  country  in  preserving  tho  pcaco  and  good  order  of  the  State.  It  is 
thought  that  their  presence  amongst  us  for  some  time  yet  will  bo  nccessojjy 
in  order  to  enforco  tho  relative  duties  of  tho  frecdmen  and  their  employers. 
-  In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  I  would  invoko  tho  Almighty  to  watch  aver  all 
your  deliberations,  and  direct  your  actions  in  every  particular  to  the  best 
interests,  honor  and  glory  of  our  beloved  State.  \

freehold  in  lands  worth  at  leafit'fiv*  hundred  dollars.    r 

Every  person  shall  he  considered'  a'  white  person  who  lias  of  Caucasian 
blood  seven-eights  or  more. 

The  Legislature  shrill  provide  for  the  decision  of  questions  of  oaste,  and 
of  all  questions  concerning  the  right  of  HHKgo  ;  and  may  guard  agniirst 
frauds  and  usurpations  of  the  right  of  sujl'ragc,  by  requiring  a  registry  of 
voters  and  by  other  suitable  ineaiisi;  and  maynmpoac  iHstpialiflyatioii  to 
vote  hi  punishment  for  crime,  or 'for  blnmeable  illiteracy.  '

Every  Rill  which'  shall  have  passed  ihe  General  Assombly, 
shall,  "bef-wo  it  become  a  law,  be  presented  to  the  Governor  ;  if  ho  approve, 
he  shall  sign  it ;  but  if  not,  lie  shall  return  if,  with  his  objections,  to  that 
House  in  which  it  shall  have  originated,  who  shall  enter  the  objections  at 
largo  on  their  journal,  and  proceed  to  reconsider  it.  If  after  such  recon- 
sideration a  majority  of  the  whole  representation  of  that  House  shall  agree 
to  iinss  the  Rill,  it  shall  be  sent,  together  with  the  objections,  to  tho  other  It 
Houso,  by  which  it  shall  likewise  be  reconsidered,  and  if  approved  by  a 
majority  of  the  whole  representation  of  that  other  House,  it  shall  become 
a  law.  Rut  in  all  such  eases  the  votes  of  both.  Houses  shall  bo  determined 
liy  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  the  persons  voting  for  and  against  tho 
Rill  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal  of  c-m-Ii  House  respectively.  If  any 
Rill  shall  not  bo  returned  by  the  Governor  within  two  days  (Sundays  ex- 
eopted)  after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  tho  name  shall  bo  a  law 
in  like  manner  as  if  lie  had  signed  it.  And,  that  time  may  always  bo  al-% 
lowed  tho  Governor  to  consider  Hills  passed  IiyMlio  General  Assembly, 
noithcr  House  shall  read  any  Rill  on  the  ]«st  dny  of  its  session,  except  such 
Bills  as  havo  been  returned  by  the  Governor  as  herein  provided.

Gentlemen  of  (lie.  Convention  : 

This  new  testimony  of  tho  flattoring  appreciation  which  your  kindness 
lias  hestowed  upon  my  humblo  services,  demands  from  mo  a  renewed  ex- 
pression of  my  thanks.  Gentlemen,  I  thank  you.  I  have  no  words  ade- 
quate to  express  my  emotions.  I  trust  you  will  not  believe  that  I 
feel  less  deeply,  because  I  make  no  further  attempt  to  tell  you  what  I  feel. 

As  I  expected,  gentlemen,-  when  you  elected  mo  to  this  seat,  your 
demeanor;  has  saved  mo  from  the  troubles  and  embarrassments  which  often 
task  tho  powers  of  a  presiding  officer.  It  must  bo  gratifying  to  you  to 
remember,  as  it  has  been  pleasant  for*  mo  to  experience,  that,  throughout 
your  session,  your  debates  have  been  uniformly  attended  by  the  courtesy" 
which  characterizes  gentlemen — the  representatives  of  a  generous  people. 
All  who  have  looked  upon  your  proceedings  must  have?  marked  your 
.  diligence.  You  have  mado  great  changes  in  our  fundamental  law.  You 
have  inaugurated  a  new  era  in  tho  history  of  tho  State.  Let  us  pray  that 
it  may  bo  the  opening  of  a  brighter  prospect  in  tho  future.  It  is  now  our 
duty  to  secure  a  fair  trial  to  our  experiment,  to  resist  idlo  clamor  and  ill- 
considered  opposition,  and  by  moderation,  industry  and  devoted  patriotism, 
to  re-establish  peace,  order  and  prosperity. 

Our  Convention  will  soon  be  dissolved.  We  cannot  hope  that  wo  shall' 
all  ever  meet  again  in  ono  body.  Tho  heads  which  iro  whitened  by  age, 
may,  in  tlio  course  of  nature,  bo  expectod  to  fall  firs* ;  but  of  young  and 
old— of  all — our  State  lrus  need.  Let  it  bo  tho  resolve  of  every  ono  in  his 
sphere  to  givo  to  her,  in  her  destitution  and  disti-ess,  his  whole  .energies 
and  utmost  efforts.  '  je 

We  now  separate,  after  earnest  work  and  pleasant  intercourserTl  wish 
to  every  one  of  you  a  safe  return  to  his  home,  and  a  happy  enjoyment  of 
the  fruits  of  his  labors.  \

CONSTITUTION. 


We,  the  people  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  by  our  Delegate*  in  Convention 
met,  rlo  ordain :  and'isttiblish  this  Constitution  for  the  Qocernmem  of  the  said 
State:  ...  •  .      • 

ARTICLE  I.      • ' 

Section  1.  The  Legislative  authority  of  this  State  shall  bo  vested  in  iv, 
General  Assembly,  which  shall  consist  of  a  Senate  and  a  House  of  llepre- 
Bontatives. 

Section  2.  Tho  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  composed  of 'Members 
chosen  by  ballot,  every  second  year,  by  tho  citizens  of  this  State,  qualified 
as  in  this  Constitution  is  provided.

Section  3.  Each  Judicial  District  i«  the  S&to  shall  constitute  one.  Elec- 
tion District,  except  Charleston  District,  which  shall  bo  divided. into  two 
Election  Districts;  one  consisting  of  tho  late  Parishes  of  St.  Philip  aud  St. 
Michael,  to  bo  designated. tho  Election  District  of  Charleston  ;  the  other, 
consisting  of  all  that  part  of  the  Judicial  District,  which  is  without  the 
limits  of  tho  said  Parishes,  to  be  known  as  tho  Election  District  .of 
Berkeley. 

Section  4.  Tho  boundaries  of  tho  several  Judicial  »nd  Election  Districts 
shall  remain  as  they  are  now  established.

Section  5.  'The  House  of  Representatives  shall  consist  of  one  hundred 
rind  twenty-four  Members,  to  be  apportioned  among  tho  several  Election 
Districts  of  the  State,  according  to  the  number  of  white  inhabitants  con- 
tained in  each,  and  tho  amount  of  nil  tnxes  raised  by  the  General  Assem- 
bly, whether  direct  or  indirect,  or  of  whatever  species,  paid  in  each,  de- 
ducting therefrom  »U  taxes  paid  on  account  of  property  held  ju  any  other

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District,  and  adding  thereto  all  taxes  elsewhere  paid  on  account  of  pro- 
perty helil  ill  such  District.  Air  raumcratron  of  the  white  inhabitants,  for

Sectioni  13.  Tho  Governor  and  Lieutenant-Governor  shall,  at'  stated 
times,  receive  for  their  services  a  cpmpensation  which  shall  be  neither 
inoreaaed  nor  diminished  dnring  the  period  for  which  they  shall  have  been

Section  M.  All  officers  in  the  Executive  Department,  when  required  br 
the  ^Governor,  shall  give  him  information  in  writing  upon  any  subject 
relating  to  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices.

he  shall'sign  it ;  but  if  not,  ho  shall  return  it,  with  his  objections,  to  that 
House  in  which  it  .shall  have  originated,  who  shall  enter  tho  objectiops  nt 
large  on  their  journal,  and  proceed  to  reconsider  it.  If  after  such  recon- 
sideration a  majority  of  the  whole  representation  of  that  House  shall  agreo

ARTICLE  III. 

Section  1.  The  jvftlicial  power  shaU  bo  vested  in  such  Superior  and 
Inferior  Courts  of  Law  and  Equity  as  tho  General  Assembly  shall,  from  time 
to  time,  direothand  establish.  Tho  Judges  of  tho  Superior  Courts  shall  bo 
elected  by  |  ;tho  General  Assembly,  shall  hold  their  offices   during  good 
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behavior,  and  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  a  compensation  for  their  ser- 
vices, which  shall  neither  bo  increased  nor diminished-dnrhijj  their  continu- 
ance in  offico  ;  but  they  shall  repeive  no  fees  or  perquisites  of  office,  nor  hold 
any  other  offlco  of  profit  or  trust  under  this  State,  the  United  States -of 
America,  or  any  of  them,  or  any  other  power.  The  General  Assembly 
shall,  as  soon  as  possible,  establish  for  each  District  in  tho  State  an  Inferior 
Court  or  Courts,  to  bo  styled  "Tho  District  Court,"  tho  Judge  whereof 
shall  be  resident  in  tho  District  while  in  office,  shall  be  elected  by  tho 
General  Assembly  for  four  years,  and  shall  be  re-eligible,  which  Court  shall 
have  jurisdiction  of  all  civil  causes  wherein  ono  or  both  of  the  parties  are 
w  persons  of  color,  and  of  all  criminal  cases  wherein  tho  accused  is  a  person 
of  color,  and  tho  General  Assembly  is  empowered  to  extend  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  said  Court  to  other  subjects.  ...  *— 

Section  2.  Tho  Judgos  shall  meet  and  sit  at'  Columbia,  at  such  time  as 
thejGeneral  Assembly  may  by  Act  proscribe,  for  the  purpose  of  hearing 
and  determining  all  motions  for  now  trials  and  in  arrest  of  judgment,  and 
suoh  points  of  law  as  may  bo  submitted  to  them,  and  the  General  Assem 
bly  may  by  Act  appoint  such  other  places  for  such  meeting  as  in  their  dis- 
cretion may  seem  fit. 

Section  3.  Tho  stylo  of  all  procosses  shall  be,  "The  Stato  of  South 
Carolina."  AH  prosecutions  shall  be  carried  on  in  tho  name  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  and  conclude,  "against  the  pence 
and  dignity  of  the  samo." 

ARTICLE  IV. 

\  In  all  elections  to  bo  mado  by  the  people  of  this  State,  or  of  any  part 

thereof,  for  civil  or  political  offices,  every  person  shall  be  entitled  to  voto 

who  ha»  tho  following  qualifications,  to  wit  : 

Ha  shall  be  a  froo  white  man,  who  ha«  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one 

"  years,  and  is  not  a  pauper,  nor  a  non-commissioned  officer  or  private  soldier 

of  tho  army,  nor  a  seaman  or  marine  of  the  navy  of  the  United  States. 

\      He  shall,  for  tho  two  years  next  preceding  the  day  of  election,  have  been 

(     »  citizen  of  this  State  ;  or,  for  tho  same  period,  an  emigrant  from  Europe, 

who  has  declared  his  intention  to  become  a  citizen  of  tho  United  States, 

According  to  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  the  United  States.  .  He  thall 

have  resided  in  this  State  for  at  loast  two  years  next  preceding  the  day  of 

election,  and,  for  the  last  six  months  of  that  time,  in  the  District  in  which 

he  offers  to  votei     Provided,  howecm;  That  tlto  General  Assembly  may,  by 
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requiring  a  registry  of  voters,  or  other  suitable  legislation,  guard  against. 
I  frauds  in  elections,  and  usurpations  of  the  right  of  suffrage,  may  impose 

disqualification  to  vote  as  a  punishment  for  crimto,  and  may  prescribe  addi- 
^tional  qualifications  for  voters  in  municipal  elections. 

ARTICLE  V. 

All  persons,  who  shall  bo  elected  or  appointedlto  any  office  of  profit  or 
trust,  before  entering  on  the  execution  thereof,  slWl  take  (besides  special 

:  oisthfi,  not  repugnant  to  this' Constitution,  prescribed  by  the  General  As- 
sembly,) the  following  oath  :

"I  do  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  am  duly  qualified,  obeording  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  this  State;,  to  exercise  the  offico  to  which  I  have  boon  appointed, 

;  and  that  I  will,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  discharge  the  duties  thereof,  and 
preserve,  protect  and  defend  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  and  that  of  the 
United  States.     So  help  mo  God." 


ARTICLE  VI. 

Section^  -Ujhe' House  of  Representatives  shall  have  the  solo  power  of 
TApeacliln&jMt.  no  impeachment  shall  be  made,  unless  with  the  coneur- 
1  rence  of  two-tJiirds  of  the  Houso  of  Representatives. 

tJEOTiON  2.  All  impeachments  shall  be  tried  by  the  Senate.  When  sitting 
for  that  purpose,  the  Senators  shall  be  on  oath  or. affirmation,  and  no  per- 
son shall  be  convicted  without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers present.

7     Section  3.  Tho  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor,   and  all  civil  officers, 
I  shall  be  liable  to  impeachment  for  high  crimes  and  misdemeanors,  for  any 
|  misbehavior  in  offico,  for  corruption  in  procuring  office,  or  for  any. act 
which  shall  degrado  their  oflioial  character.     TSut  judgment  in   such  casen 
/  shall  not  extend  further  than  to  removal  from  office,  and  disqualification; 
to  hold  any  office,  of  houor,  trust  or  profit,  under  this  State.     The  party/ 
convicted  shall,  nevertheless,  po  liable  to  indictment,  trialT  jndghieiit  and. 
punishment  according  to  law.  | 

Section  4.  All  civil  officers,  whose  authority  is  limited  to  a  single  Judicial 
District,  a  single  Election  District,  or  part  of  either,  shall  bo  appointed, 
hold  their  office,  bo  removed  I  from   office,  and,  in  .addition   to  liability  to 
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impeachment,  may  bo  punished  for  official  misconduct,  in'such  manner  as 
the  General  Assembly,  previous  to  their  appointment,  may  provide. 

Section  5.  If  any  civil  officer  shall  beeomo  disabled  from  discharging 
the  duties  of  his  office,  by  reason  of  any  permanent  bodily  or  mental 
infirmity,  his  office  may  bo  declared  to  be  vacant,  by  joint  resolution, 
agroed  to  by  two-thirds  of  the  whole  representation  in  each  House'  of  the 
General  Assembly:  Provided,  'That  such  resolution  shall  contain  -tho . 
grounds  for  the  proposed  removal,  and  before  it  shall  pass  either  House.'  a 
copy  of  it  shall  bo  served  on  the  officer,  and  a  hearing  be  allowed  him. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Shction  1!  Tho  Treasurer  and  the  Secretary  at  State  shall  bo  elected  by 

tho  General  Assembly  in  tho  House  of ,  Representatives,  shall  hold  their 

'  offices  for  four  years,  and  shall  not  be  eligible  for  tho  next  succeeding  term. 

Suction  2.  All  other. officers  shall  be  appointed  as  thoy  hitherto  havo 
been,  until  otherwise  directed  by  law  ;  but  the  samo  person  shall  not  hold 
th'o  office  of  sheriff  for  two  consecutive  terms. 

Section  3.  All  commissions  shrill  be  in  tho  name  and  by  the  authority  of 
tho  State  of  South  Carolina,  bo  seajed  with  the  seal  of  the  State,  and  be 
signed  by  the  Governor. 

'     ARTICLE  VIII.  * 

All  laws  of  force  in  this  State  at  tho  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  and 
not  repugnant  hereto,  shaH  so  continue  until  altered  or  repealed  by  the 
flcnoral  Assembly,  except  whore  they  are  temporary,  in  which  case  they 
shall  expire  at  the  times  respectively  limited  for  their  duration,  if  not  con- 
tinned  by  Act  of  tho  Genoral  Assembly.  i

ARTICLE  IX. 

Section  1. .  All  power  is  originally  vested  in  the  people,  and  all  free  Go- 
vernments aro  founded  on  their  authority,  and  are  instituted  for  their 
peace,  safely  and  happiness.  ^ 

Section  2.  No  person  shall  bo  taken,  or  imprisoned,  or  disseized  ©f  his 
freehold,  liberties  or  privileges,  or  outlawed  or  exiled,  or  in  any  manner 
deprived  of  his  life,  liberty  or  uronertv.  but  by  due  process  of  law  :  nor 
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shall  any  bill  of  attainder,  ex  post  faclq  law,  or  law  iuiiiniring  tbo  obliga- 
tion of  contract?,  ever  bo  passed  by  tlio  General  Assembly. 

Section  3.  The  military  shall  bo  subordinate  to  the  civil  power. 

Section  4.  Tho  privilege  of  the  writ  of  hibeax  eorpuk  shall  not  be  sus- 
pended, unless  when,  in  caso  of  rebellion  or  invasion,  tho  public  safety 
requires  it. 


Section  5.  Excessivo  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessive  lines  im- 
posed, l^or  cruel  punishments  inflicted.  \ 

I 

Section  G.  Tho  General  Assembly  shall  not  grant  anv  title  Of  nobility, 
or  hereditary  distinction,  nor  creato  any  offico  tho  appointment  to  which 
shall  bo  for  any  longer  tinio  than  during  good  behavior. 

Section  7.  The  trial  by  jury,  as  heretofore  used  in  this  State,  and  tho 
liberty  of  tho  press,  shall  be  forever  inviolably  preserved.  But  the  Geno- 
ral  Assembly  shall  have  power  to  determine  tho  number  of  persons  who 
shall  constitute  the  jury  in  the  Inferior  and  District  Courts. 

Section  8.  Tho  free  exercise  and  enjoyment  of  religious  profession  and 
worship,  without  discrimination  or  preference,  shall  bo  allowed,  within  this 
State,  to  all  mankind:  Pruriii '••</,  That  thfe* liberty  of  conscience  hereby 
declared  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  excuse  acts  pf  licentiousness,  or 
justify  practices  inconsistent  with  the  pence  and  safety  kit  tho  State.  , 

Section  9.  Tho  rights,  privileges,  immunities  and  estates  of  both  civil 
and  religions  societies  and  of  corporate  bodies  shall  ranmin  as  if  tho  Con- 
stitution of  this  Stato  had  not  been  altered  or  amended. 

Section  10.  The  rights  of  primogeniture  shall  not  ba  re-established,  and 
there  shall  not  fail  to  bo  some  legislative  provision  for  tlio  equitable  distri- 
bution of  tho  estates  of  intestates. 

Section  11.  Tho  slaves  in  South  Carolina  having  been  emancipated  by 
the  action  of  tho  United  States  authorities,  neither  slavery  nor  involuntary 
servitude,  except  as  a  punishment  for  crime,  whereof  the  party  shall  bavo 
been  duly  convicted,  shall  ever  bo  re-established  in  this.Stato. 

ARTPOLE  X. 

Section  1.  Tho  General  Assembly,  whenever  a  tax  is  laid  upon  land,  shall, 
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at  the  sanio  time,  impose  a  capitation  tax,  'which  shall  not  be  less  upon  each 
poll  thai)  one-fourth  of  the  tax  laid  upon  each  hundred  dollars  wort^  of  the 
assessed  value  of  the  land  taxed  ;  excepting,  however,  from  the  operation 
of  such  capitation  tax  all  such  classes  of  persons(  a*  from  disability  or 
otherwise,  ought,  in  the  judgment  of  the  General  Assembly,  to  be  exempted.

No  part  of  this  Constitution  shall  bo  altered,  unless,  a  bill  to 
alter  tho  same  shall  havo  been  read  on  three  several  days  in  tho  Houso  of 
Representatives,  and  on  three  several  dayB  in  the  Senate,  and  agreed  to,  at 
the  second  and  third  readings,  by  two-thirds  of  the  -whole  representation 
in  each  House  of  the  General  Assembly  ;  neither,  shall  any  alteration  take 
effect,  until  the  bill,  so  agreed  to,  shall  be  published  for  three  months 
previous  to  a  new  election  for  members  of  the  House  of  Representative*,

concurrence  of  two-thirds  Of  the  whole  representation  in  eaoh  House,  after 
the  same  shall  have  been  read  on  three  several  days  in  each  ;  then  and  not 
otherwise  tho  same  shall  beoome  a  part  of  the  Constitution.

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REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES." 


REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  MATTER  OF  ELECTION 
OF  DELEGATE  FROM  ST.  LUKE'S.    . 

The  Special  Committee,  to  -whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  tho  election 
of  a  Delegate  to  this  Convention  from  tho  Parish  of  St.  Luke,  ask  lea.vo 
respectfully  to  report :  ■  , 

That  they  have  given  a  careful  consideration  to  tho  same,  and  find  tho 
following  to  bo  tho  facts  : 

Tho  Parish  comprises  four  election  precincts,  three  of  thefhon  tho  main, 
to  wit :  Grahanvville,  Gillisonvillo  and  Fording  Island  RoaA,  and  ono  on 
Hilton  Head  Island,  and  is  entitled  to  ono  Delegate  in  this/Convention.  "' 
'  On  Monday,  tho  4th  instant,  the  polls  were  opened  at  firrahairivillc;  Gil- 
lisonville  and  Fording  Island  Road,  by  tho  legally"  constituted  Managers 
for  those  precincts,  the  vacancies  havjng  been  [filled  by  special  appoint-, 
ments  made' in  writing  by  tho  "Senator  and  Representative  lately  repre- 
senting the  Parish  in  the  Legislature,  as  directed  by  Governor  Perry's 
Proclamation 'of  tho  23d  of  August.  These  Managers  assembled  at  the 
place  designated  by  law  for  the  'counting  of  votoaJin  tho  Parish,  on  Thuro. 
day,  the  7th. instant,  being  the  day  fixed  by  law,  and  there  counted  the 
votes  and  declared  tho  election.  Seventy-six  votes  appear  to  have  been 
polled  at  these  three  precincts,  of  which  Mr,  Loroy  P.  Youmaus  received 
seventy-five.  A  certificate  of  election  was  thereupon  furnished  to  Mr. 
Ybumans,  which  he  presents  and  claims  tho  seat. 

On  Hilton  Head  Island  an  election  was  also  held  on  Monday,  (he  4th 
instant..  This  island,  ordinarily  polling  ten  or  fifteen  votes,  and  never 
known  to  exceed  twenty,  has  been  largely  peopled  since  its  occupation  by 
the  Federal  Army  in  November,  1801,  by  persons  chiefly  from  the' Northern 
States,  who  have  brought  their  families  "nth  them,  and  have  established 
themselves  in' various. occupations  and  modes  of  business.     These  people 

appear  to  have  earnestly  desired  to  participate  in  the  choice  of  a  Delegate 

'■<.■'■  '  ' 
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to  this  Conrontion,  and,  as  your  Committee  believe,  iii  g(*)od  faith  and 
with  a  proper  purpose,  believing  themselves  to  be  qualified,  voters.  Being 
advised,  after  inquiry,  that  there  was  not  on  the  island  any  of-  the  legally 
constituted  Managers  for  the  island  poll,  and  having  failed  in  their  efforts 
to  reach  the  late  Senator  and  Representative  of  the  Parish,  to  procuro  a 
special  appointment,  they  resorted  to  tlio  expedient  of  appointing  Man- 
agers by  %  public  meeting.  Tile  Managers  so  appointed  held  the  election 
and  conducted  it,  so  far  as  your  Committee  can  learn,  in  close  conformity 
with  the  existing  regulations.  Tho  voters  were  only  those  who  had  been 
rosidents  on  tho  island  for  tho  two  years  preceding  the  election,  and  who  .> 

-  had  indicated  a  purpose  of  permanent  residence,  by  bringing  their  families 
and  establishing  themselves  in  civil  employments.  They  had  also  taken 
the  Amnesty  Oath.  Tho  Managers,  acting  on  information  which  they  had 
reason  to  think  reliable,  as  to  the  proper  day  and  place  for  counting  tho 
votes,  went  to  the  proper  place  on  tho  main,,  but  on  the  day  preceding  the 
day  fixed  by  law  fur  tho  general  assembling  of  tho  Managers  ;  and  there, 
ignorant  of  the  fact  that  they  were  assembled  in  advance  of  tho  proper 
time,  and  doubtful  as  to  whether  tho  polls  had  been  opened  at  any  other 

.  precincts,  they  proceeded  to  count  their  poll  and  declare  tho  election.     At 

.  this  poll  eighty-two  votes  appear  to  have  been  cast,  all  of  which  were  for 

Mr.  David  McGregor,  to  wliom. a  certificate  of  election  was  furnished  by 

tliose  Managers.     This- certificate  Mr.  McGregor  presents,  and  claims  that 

ho  is  entitled  to  the  seat. 

To  tho  regularity  of  tho  election  at  tho  polls  on  tho   main  no  exception 

,      is  taken  by  Mr.  McGregor.    H,o  only  claims  that  ho  has  received  a  majority 

of  the  votes  polled  in  tho  Parish,  and  that  the  irregularities,  if  auj',  which 

^  i  ha've  attended  his  election,  are  not  such  as  to  vitiate  it. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  objected  by  Mr.  Youmnns:  1.  Thaftho  voters 
-a.ttho'HiKon  Head  poll  were  not  qualified  voters  according  to  ptho  lww  of 
the  State,  "because  not  citizens  in  tho  proper  and  legnl  acceptation  of  tho 
term  ;  and  2.  ThatFtho  poll  was  managed  by  persons  unautlionzed.to  hold 
the  election,  and  was  not  counted'  and  reported  to  tho  Genqral  Board  of 
Managers  on  the  day  fixcd/liy  law  for  that  purpose. 

Your  Committee  have  not  been,  nnd  cannot  be,  without  much  delay, 
furnished  with  tho  information  necessary  to  determine  tho  facts  involved 
in  tho  first  exception-;  .and  as  there  is,  in   their  judgment,   enough  in  tho 

j  second  exception  to  determine -tho  question,  they-  have  confined  their 
attention  to  that  alone, 

By  tho  Proclamation  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  tho  Pro-" 

I    visional  Governor  of  thin  Statu  was  authorized  to  call  this  Convention,  and 

Wii  "  '/■*'.;.  • ' 
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for  that  purpose  to  establish  such  "rules  and  regulations"  as  were  necos- 
smy.  Iii  pursuanco  of-  this  authority,  Governor  Perry,  by  Proclamation, 
ordered  the  "Managers  of  Elections  throughout  the  Stato"  to  hold  the 
elections  and  to  conduct  the  same  ''according  to  the  laws  of  South  Caro- 
lina in  force  before  the  secession  of  the  State."    Managers  of  Elections 

%re,  in  this  State,  recognised  Stato  officers,  holding  their  'appointments 
directly  from  the  General  Assembly,  and  liable  to  penalties  for  neglect  or 
misconduct ;  and  it  will  not  he  questioned  that  in  using  the  term/,  Governor" 
Perry  had  reference  to  tl'c  Managers  regularly  appointed  by  tho  General 
Assembly.  By  a  subsequent.  Proclamation  of  August  23d,  Governor  Perry 
directs  that  in  eases  whoro  there  are  no  Managers  of  Elections,  tho  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislature  from  tho  Election  District  shall  appoint  suitable 
persons. 

These  were  tho  "regulations"  established  »by  the  Governor  for  tho  con- 
duct of  the  elections  to  this  Convention,  and  it  is,  in  the  judgment  of  your 
Committee,  a  sufficient  exception  to  the  Hilton  Head  poll,  that  it  was  not- 
managed  in  conformity  to  theso  regulations  and  to  tho  law  of  tho  State. 
The  Managers  were  unauthorized  to  act  as  sucli,   having  been  appointed 

\neither  by  tho  General  Assembly  nor  by  the  Representatives  of  tho  Parish  1 
mid  in  their  management  have  failed  to  conform  to  that  Liw  of  the  Stati 
which  required  that  they  should  meet  the  other  Managers  at  tho  timo  and 
place  fixed  by  law,  for  tho  purpose  of  counting  tho  votes  and  declaring  tho 
election,  after  an  exhibition  of  the  results  of  tho  ballotings  at  tho  several 
precincts.  It  would  open  a  door  for  much  fraud  and  unfairness,  if  go  grertt 
an  irregularity  should  bo  countenanced  as  the  meeting  of  tho  Managers  ol^ 
, a  single  precinct,  in  advaneo  of  the  day  fixed  by  law  for  tho  general  meet- 
ing, and  tho  counting  of  tho  votes.and  declaring  the  election  with  reference 
done  to  tho  -  votes  at  such  poll;  and  equally  mischievous  would  bo'tho 
irregularity  of  permitting  polls  to  bo  managed  by  unauthorized  persons, 
who  arc  in  no  manner  amenabls  to  law  fortheir  conduct.  Strict  adhorciico 
in  these  particulars  to  the  election  laws  your  Committee  think  of  tho  highest 
importance  ;  nor  can  such  strictness,  under  a.ny  circumstances,  work  preju- 
dicially or  harshly.  Persons  interested  have  only  need  to  m:iko  timely 
efforts  to  procure  tho  appointment  of  proper  Managers  for  their  poll,  or, 
failing  in  this,  to  go  to  some  adjacent  precinct,  whore  such  Mauagers  may 
bo  found.  •  ' 

Your  Committee  aro,  for  these  reasons,  of  tho  opinion  that  the  certificate 
presented  by  Mr.  McGregor,  based  as  it  is  alone  upon  tho  voto  at  tho 
Hilton  Head  poll,  cannot  bo  recognized  by  this  Convention*  They  have 
been  very. favorably  impressed,  and  think  it  proper  so  to  state,  by  his  can- 
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dor  and  unobtrusive  deportment,  and  equally  impressed  by  tho  evidences 
of  good  faith  and  propriety  of  purpose  which  have  characterized  tho  efforts 
of  his  constituency  to  obtuiu  a  representation  in  this  body. 
"They  respectfully  recommend  tho  adoption  of  tho  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  recognizes  Mr.  Lcroy  F.  Youmans  as 
the  duly  elected  Delegate  from  the  Parish  of  St.  Lulco,  and  that  ho  is  per- 
mitted to  sign  tho  roll  and  take  his  seat  in  this  Convention. 

Resolved,  That  a  Pay  Rill  shall  issno  to  Mr.  David  McGregor  for  such 
'allowance,  including  two  days'  attendance  -m  tho  Convention,  as  may  bo 
due  him  according  to  the  rule  of  compensation  to  bo  fixed  by  tho  Con- 
vention.

REPORT  OP  THE  SPECIAL"  COMMITTEE  TO  WHOM  WAS  RE- 
FERRED THE  CREDENTIALS  OF  THE  APPLICANT  FROM  ST. 
HELENA  PARISH. 

The  Special  Committee,,  to  whom  was  referred  tho  credentials- of  Mr. 
James  G.  Thompson,  th6  applicant  for  a-  seat  in  this  Convention  from  St. 
Helena  Parish,  beg  leavo  most  respectfully  to  report :  That  after  as  careful 
and  thorough  an  examination  as,  under  tho  circumstancos,  thoy  are  able 
to  make,  thoy  find  the  following  to  bo  the  facts  of  tlio  case  : 
j  The  voters  of  St.  Helena  Parish,  on  seeing  tho  Proclamation  of  the  Pro- 
Visional  Governor  calling  a  Convention  of  thd  people  of.  the- State  of  South  , 
a  Carolina,  were  desirous  of  boing  represented  in  that  Convention.  On 
inquiry  they  found  that  none  pf  tho  legally  appointed  Mf.nagers  of  Election 
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.   wero  in  tlio  Parish')  thai  in  fact  no  election  had  been  held  iu  that  Parish 
since  I8C1,  it  haying,  during  that,  year,  fallen  within  the  lines  of  the  United 
States  army,  and  continued  so  during  the  war.    They  thereupon  addressed 
a  communication  to  tho  Provisional  Governor,  stating  tho  facts,  and  asking 
him  to, appoint  Managers  'of  Election  ;  ho  declined  doing  so,  and  referred    . 
them  to  tho  members  of  tho  Legislature  from  that  Parish,  as  tho  prober 
persons  to  appoint  such  Managers,     They  then  tried  to  find  out  who  wero 
members  of  the  SUto  Legislature  from  tho  Parish  of  St.  Helena,  but  could 
not  find  them,  and  your  Committee  aro  not-  awaro  thaC  there  wero  any. 
As  a  la^t  recourse,  a  mooting  of  tho  voters  of  tho  Parish  was  called  on  tlj^ 
29th  August,  18C5.     Atthis. meeting  they  proceeded  to  ballot  for  Managers 
of  Election,  and  tho  following  named  porsons  wero  elected,  as  appears   ' 
from  tho  minutes  of  the  meeting,  viz  :  John  Conant,  Elisha  Codding,  and 
John  Hunn.     Elisha  Codding  having  declined  to  -serve,  John  Heacoclt 
was    substituted    for    him.      On   the   4th    day    of    September,    tho    day  "" 
appointed,  tho  Malingers   so   elected  proceeded  to   hold   an   election  <for   . 
a  Delcgato  to   this   Convention.     It  appears  that  thero  arcr  two  election 
precincts  in  St.  Helena  Parish,  one  at  Beaufort  and  tho  other  on  St.  Helena  > 
Island.     Those  Managers  opened  the  polls  at  tho  usual  place  in  Beaufort ; 
they  also  carried  the  box  to  the  other  precinct,  but  no  voters  -  appeared  i,t 
this  second  precinct.     The  result  of  tho  election  was  that  Mr.  James  G. 
Thompson  recoived  thirty-three  votes,  and- Mr.  "H.  G.  Judd  received  five 
votes.     They  then  gavoMr;  James  G.  Thompson  a  certificate  of  election, 
and  with  this  certificate  ho  now  presents  himself,  claiming  a  seat  in  this 
Convention.  '•  • 

.  It  appears  to  your  Committco  that  the  election  was  conducted  fairly.; 
that  the  Managers,  though  irregularly  appointed,  wero  sworn  beforo  they 
ontercd  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties  ;  that  nono  wrreNillowed  to  vote 
but  those  who  were  duly  qualified  as  electors  under  tho.Coustifution  of-2Je 
State,  by  having  been  residents  of  the  State  for  two  yonlrs,  and  of  the 
election  district  six  months  previous  to  the  election,  and  that  they  wore 
also  required  to  show  that .  they  had  complied  with  the  proyisions  orthp 
' Proclamation  of  the  Provisional  Governor,  by  having  taken  tho.Amnes.ty 
Oath.  It  appears  that  the  voters  of  St.  Helena  Parish  had  endeavored  iu 
every  ppssiblo  way  to  have-Maiingers  appointed  in  a  regular  manner,  but 
> '  failed  ;  and  that  the  present  applicant  was  elected  in  good  faith  by  honafttfe

Where  ono  has^in  established  domicil,  a  temporary  absence,  from  neces- 
sity or  choice/ does  not  chango  it.     There  must  be  an  actual  removal,  with** 
an  intention  [to  change. 

''  No  such  oaso,  as  the  ono  referred  to  in  tho  resolution,  has  arisen  and 
probably  mar  not ;  but  if  it  does,  each  branch  of  tho  General  Assembly  are 
made  tho  judges  of  tho  qualifications  of  the  members  of  their  rospectivo 
•bodies,  and  to  them  it  may  safely  bo  confided.  They  therefore  ask  to  bo 
disoliargcd^rom  tho  further  consideration  of  tho  subject.

We,  the  People  of  the  State  <ft  South  Carolina',  hi/  our  Delegates  in  Convention 
met,  do  ordain  :  ( 

1.  That  on  tho  third  "Wednesday  in  October  next,  elections  shall  bo  held 
for  tho  offices  of  Governor  and  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  State  of  South 
Carolina,  and  for  members  of  the  Senate  and  Houso  of . Representatives  of 
thjB  General  Assembly  of  tho  State.  \  . 

2.  That  tho  Managers  of  Elections,  throughout  tho  State,  uhall  give 
publio  notice  of  such  elections,  and  on  the  day  indicated  shall  open  sepa- 
rate polls  at  theyLJ'espeetivo  precincts  for  t'aeh  of  tho  said  elections,  and 
shall  conduct  tno  same,  in  all  respects,  in  accordance  with  tho  laws. and 
usages  of  this  Stato.

State  of  Soutfi,  Carolina,  by  our  Delegates  in  Convention 
met,  ih  ordain: 

1.  That  tbo  Constitution  of  this  Statp,  as  ordained  and  established  by 
the  People  in  Convention  at  Charlostion,  on  the  eighth  day  of  April,  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand' eight  hundred  and  Bixty-onc,  is  in  foroo, 
except  as  amended  or  altered  by  this  Convention. 

2.  That  all  laws,  orders,  resolutions  and  rules,  ascertaining  tho  rights  of 
persons,  natural  or  artificial,  or  regulating  proceedings  in  the  Courts  of

Governnient  of  thin  State,  judicial  proceedings,  rules  of  Court,  sales,  con- 
veyances, contracts,  obligations,  instruments  of  writing  and  transactions 
affecting  rights  (if  person  or  property,  had,  made,  executed  or  incurred, 
.•tincc  the  nineteenth  day  of  December,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thou- 
sand "eight  hundred  and  sixty,  have,  and  shall*  continue  to  have  in  all 
respects,  the  same  force,  effect  ami  validity,  as  if  the-  same  had  been  made, 
executed  or  incurred  during  a  tiino  of,  peace,  and  as  if  the  Ordinance)  of 
Soc6ssion  had  not.  been  passed  :.
